10.  Braintree  was  named  one  of  America’s  100  best 
communities  for  young  people  in  2012  by  America’s 
Promise  Alliance.

I won  records 
everywhere.  Vve  been  there,  done  that,  got  the  T-shirt 
and  caught  malaria.” 


Boo  Morcom  graduated  in  BHS's  class  of  1939,  a 
track  star  and  stand-out  student.  He  went  on  to 
study  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  where  his 
' record  in  long  jump  lasted  for  67  years.  At  the  age 
of  19  he  was  the  best  pole  vaulter  in  Massachusetts. 
After  becoming  the  national  champion  for  pole  vault 
I in  1942,  Boo  went  on  to  serve  in  World  War  II.  He 
^ received  6th  place  in  1948  Summer  Olympics  in 
pole  vault  and  went  on  to  win  his  second  national 
championship  in  1949.  He  graduated  with  a degree 
in  biology,  going  on  to  coach  track  and  field  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  for  35  years.  He  is 
responsible  for  starting  one  of  the  first  ever  track 
teams  for  girls  and  opened  the  Penn  athletic  facilities 
to  underpriveleged  minority  students.  His  career 
as  a coach  was  interrupted  when  he  entered  the 
Korean  War  as  an  officer  and  paratrooper  in  the 
Army's  101st  Airborne  Division.  In  1956,  Boo 


became  the  USA  Women's  Olympic  Track  Team 
coach.  A member  of  Masters  Athletics,  Boo  held 
world  records  in  the  categories  of  high  jump,  long 
jump,  decathlon,  and  pentathlon  between  the  ages 
of  50  and  70.  In  fact,  at  the  age  of  66,  Boo  was  still 
able  to  jump  12'6"  in  pole  vault,  as  high  as  any  high 
school  athlete  in  New  Hampshire.  He  has  been 
inducted  to  the  USATF  Masters  Hall  of  Fame,  the 
Pole  Vault  Hall  of  Fame,  the  Massachusetts  Track 
Coaches  Hall  of  Fame,  the  Women's  Track  and  Field 
Hall  of  Fame,  and  has  won  the  New  Hampshire 
Male  Athlete  of  the  Year  Trophy.  Aside  from  his 
athletic  achievements.  Boo  was  a member  of  Mensa 
International,  a high  IQ  society.  Some  notable 
friends  of  his  include  Babe  Ruth,  Jesse  Owens,  Wilt 
Chamberlain,  Jackie  Robinson,  and  Eva  Peron.

I was  in  a class  of  about 
400  kids  but  if  I could  pick  25  kids  who  I hung  around 
with,  they  were  all  in  this  class. 

Q:  If  you  were  a type  of  tree,  what  type  of  tree  would 
you  want  to  be? 

A:  An  oak...  at  least  I’d  like  to  be  an  oak.  I don’t  know 
if  I would  be  an  oak,  but  you  said  what  type  of  tree  I’d 
“want  to  be.” 

Q:  If  you  had  the  chance  to  go  back  in  time  for  one 
day  when  would  it  be? 

A:  I’d  go  back  to  my  first  daughter’s  birth.  I was  there 
and  I enjoyed  it,  but  she’s  14  now  and  part  of  me  regrets 
that  I’m  losing  track  of  how  she  was  when  she  was  a child. 

Q:  What  was  the  biggest  surprise  when  you  started 
working  here? 

A:  Just  how  enthusiastic  everybody  is  to  be  part  of  BHS 
and  the  passion  which  people  bring  to  the  school  on  a 
daily  basis.  Even  just  being  a member  of  the  school  seems 


to  be  encouraging  to  the  students  who  go  to  school  here 
and  the  staff  who  come  to  school  here.  1 think  that’s  a 
great  quality  for  a school  to  have  and  the  intensity  of  it 
here  definitely  surprised  me. 

Q:  Speaking  of  intensity,  what  did  you  think  of  your 
first  BHS  Spirit  Week? 

A:  I thought  it  was  great!  I took  a bunch  of  pictures  in 
the  cafe  with  all  the  colors  and  uniforms  and  sent  them 
to  people.  I’ve  been  a part  of  other  spirit  weeks  which 
didn’t  even  come  close  to  the  level  that  was  raised  here. 
And  it  was  awesome  to  send  pictures  saying  “This  is  what 
it’s  like”  and  to  get  responses  like  “I  can’t  believe  that!  I 
can’t  believe  everybody’s  dressed!  I can’t  believe  everyone 
participates!”  I loved  it....  except  for  the  Vikings. 

Q:  Who  or  what  has  inspired  you  to  be  the  person 
you  are  today  and  why? 

A:  Professionally,  it  was  agentlemen  named  Steve  Turner. 
He  was  a special  education  teacher  in  Wakefield.  When 
I graduated  my  degree  was  actually  in  business.  While  I 
was  looking  for  a job  I substitute  taught,  and  he  had  me 
as  an  aide  in  an  alternative  program.  I just  thought  he 
did  an  amazing  job  with  the  kids,  and  he  made  me  want 
to  become  a teacher. 

In  terms  of  who  has  inspired  me  to  be  a better  person, 
it  would  be  my  mom.  She’s  probably  the  nicest  person 
I’ve  ever  met  in  my  life  and  if  I could  be  half  the  person 
she  is  from  a personal  perspective,  I think  I will  have
